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DETAILED ACTION 



This action is in response to Amendment after non-final rejection filed September 28, 
2005. Claims 1-3 1 and 35-44 have been cancelled and claim 32 has been amended as requested 
by the applicant. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 



A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language.

Claims 32-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Terasawa (US 
2003/0147131). ^ 

Regarding claim 32, Terasawa discloses a catoptric optical system for projecting a pattern 
on an object surface onto an image surface, the catoptric projection optical system comprising 
six mirrors that include, in order from the object surface to the image surface along the optical 
path of the catoptric projection optical system, a first mirror (1 10), a second mirror (120), a third 
mirror (130), a fourth mirror (140), a fifth mirror (150) and a sixth mirror (160) to sequentially 
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reflect light (Fig. 1), wherein the first mirror has a convex or plane shape (para. 0045) and the 
fifth mirror receives convergent pencil of rays (Fig. 1), wherein the six mirrors are arranged in 
order near a distance along the optical axis from the object surface as follows, the second mirror, 
the first mirror, the fourth mirror, the sixth mirror, the third mirror and the fifth mirror (Fig. 1), 
wherein an intermediate image is formed between the fourth and third mirrors (Fig. 1). The 
intermediate image is physically between the fourth and third mirrors. 

Regarding claim 33, Terasawa discloses the intermediate image between the fourth and 
sixth mirrors (Fig. 2). 

Regarding claim 34, Terasawa disclsos the intermediate image between the sixth and 
third mirrors (Fig. 1). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed September 28, 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the prior art of record fails to teach the claimed physical order of 
the mirrors from the object plane to the image plane. Terasawa teaches the claimed mirror order 
as shown in Fig. 1 and noted in the rejection above.
